But some pen­ 
cil work shows that the^p are spot 
checks and run only one-fifth of

Further­ 
more. the inspector observe? the 
take-off and the route followed. 
But once the plane has zipped 
through crowded aerial lanes or 
is out over water, the inspector 
generally moves back to another 
scat or even into the passenger 
cabin.

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WASHINGTON—The tragedy of 
what’s happening in Japan re­ 
garding the Eisenhower visit is 
that it didn't have to happen. 
Few* countries in the world have 
been more genuinely friendly to 
the United States than Japan. In 
the 15 years since the end of the 
war we have accomplished a mir­ 
acle of converting the vanquished 
Japanese people from the bitter­ 
ness of defeat * to a partnership 
to peace. 
Basically most of the Japanese 
people are still friendly, But be­ 
tween 
the 
screaming 
headlines 
and the screaming mobs, much of 
this friendship may be lost. Cer­ 
tainly few people outside Japan 
will know there are many pro- 
Americans in Japan. 
The basic mistake behind all 
this was the Eisenhower admin­ 
istration’s 
attem pt 
to 
reverse 
what we had previously sold the 
Japanese—the outlawry of war. 
War, it is written into their Con­ 
stitution. is illegal. We wrote this 
Constitution for 
them 
and 
nov^ 
they believe it. And remembering 
the suffering of the last war, the 
horrors of 
Hiroshima, 
and 
the 
criticism of the war lords, they 
don't want to change it. 
The Japanese - American mili­ 
tary alliance, extending American 
military bases for IO years, ob­ 
viously 
risks 
Japanese 
involve­ 
ment to any American war. It 
may nullify the Constitution. U.S. 
newspaper headlines have given 
the impression that only Commu­ 
nists and Socialists arc against 
the treaty. That is not true. When 
I was in Japan last winter, most 
of the press—and Japan has the 


largest newspat>ers to the world 
—were opposed. They wanted to 
continue friendship with the Unit­ 
ed States but without the risk of 
being involved to war.
